The shelling of Monte Cassino Abbey by our armed 
forces yesterday, defended by President Roosevelt on the 
grounds thatthe Nazis were using venerable church prop- 
erty at the cost of American lives, echoes events long- 
past but not forgotten.

assisted by their German and fascist Italian helpers ex- 
ploited the issue of the “destruction of the churches” in 
the great war for the Spanish republic seven years ago. 

As the President said at his press conference Tues- 
day, the United States armed forces do not want to de- 
stroy church property in Italy. But the Nazis are delib- 
erately entrenching themselves in many such properties 
in the hope of escaping destruction and taking a toll of 
American lives.

HOLLYWOOD, Feb. 16 (UP).—Decision of three phy- 
sicians that Charlie Chaplin could not possibly have been 
the father of Joan Barry’s baby threw a medical monkey- 


wrench today into plans for 


prosecution of the multimil- 


lionaire comedian. ~~ 


Mr. Chaplin’s attorneys were 
jubilant. Miss Batry's were glum. 
John Irwin, who had represented 
her throughout her tribulations in 
the Beverly Hills jail, the birth of 
her child, and the indictment 
against Mr. Chaplin by a federal 
grand jury, could not conceal his 
disappointment, 

“I believed all along that my 
client was telling the truth,” he 
said. “I feel very. sorry for her.” 

SUIT HALTED 

The doctors’ ruling halted auto- 
matically Miss Barry’s projected 
paternity suit against Mr. Chaplin. 
It also halted the $100 weekly pay- 
ments Mr. Chaplin had been giving 
her under stipulations of a tem- 
porary settlement reached last 
summer. 

The blood tests, however, did not 
affect federal indictments charging 
Mr. Chaplin with violating the 
Mann Act and conspiring to de- 
prive Miss Barry of her civil liber- 
ties. His lawyers pointed out, how- 
ever, that the indictments were 
based largely upon the testimony 
of Miss Barry. 

Mr. Chaplin appeared secretly 
yesterday morning at a clinical

rising” which rezulted in the resignation of 
* Foreign Minister General Gilbert, his under- 
secretary and the presidential secretary. It 
was reported that the GOU occupied the 
foreign ministry to prevent a declaration of 
war against the Axis, a step favored by 
President Ramirez and his deposed foreign 
| . minister. oe 
Col. Juan Peron, Labor and Social Welfare 
minister, is the “strong man” of the Ramirez 
regime, and also the leader of the newest 
| putsch. Other outstanding pro-Nazi minis- 
ters, such as Zuveria and General Perlinger, 
earlier reported to have resigned because of 
the break with the Axis, now remain in the 
Cabinet. 
If anything, the new development means 
4 that the pro-Nazis have a firmer grip upon 
| 4 the regime after the break than before. But 
1 it also means that the regime and the fas- 
" cist circles supporting it are torn by a deep 
' £erisis. The government remains extremely 
unstable. | 
It was clear from the start that the break 
with the Axis was merely e formal step, 
brought about by internal as well as inter- 
national pressure. Under the cover of such 
step, the fascist GOU controlling the

| keep itself in power, while continuing to 
" pursue a pro-Axis “neutrality” policy and 
75 fascist repression within the country.

there shall be full opportunity for 
colonization, so that the Jewish peo- 
ple may ultimately reconstitute 
Palestine as a free and democratic 
Jewish Commonwealth.”
